_The marriage of Miss Kate Conley to Mr. 
Eugene Lewis last Tuesday afternoon took 
pane under the most unusual circumstances, 
The strange spectacle of a marriage cere- 
mony almost in the presence of death was 
witnessed when Miss Conley was led to the 
altar by Mr. Lewis within a short distance 
of the dead body of the bride's father. 

Miss Conley’s father, Mr. John C. Conley, 
of 450 Loyd street, who was for several 
years in the grocery business on South 
Pryor street, died on the morning men- 
tioned, but that fact did not deter the 
daughter and Mr. Lewis, a son of Captain 
Ulyses Lewis, the attorney, from marrying, 
and on that same afternoon they were 
united by Rev. J. T. Daves. pastor of St. 
Johns church, on Loyd street. The body of 
Mr. Conley remained at his late home that 
day and was taken to Oxford, Ga.. for inter- 
ment t Wednesday. The bride and 
groom ecompanied the remains to the 
burial ground. 

The strange marriage took place at the 
request of Mr. Conley. It was to have oc- 
curred before his death, but the sick man 
was unconscious several days before his 
death and the ceremony was postponed in 
the hope that Mr. Conley would recover his 
mind sufficiently to understand what was 
going on when his daughter was being mar- 
ried, but the fatal hand of death denied 
h'm that privilege and he never rallied to 
Witness the marriage of his daughter. 
Knowing that it was the wish of the de- 
ceased. Miss Conley and Mr. Lewis de- 
cided to marry that day and the ceremony 
Was performed in the presence of and with 
the consent of relatives of the young cou- 
ple. 

Mr. John C. Conley was a citizen of At- 
lanta twenty-nine years and he was well 
known ahd liked in the city. He was a 
member of the firm of Coniey & Lassitur, 
Brocers, and he had other business inter- 
ests. His career in Atlanta was suc- 
cessful one and at the time of his death 
last week he was quite wealthy. The will 
Jef: by the deceased has not yet been pro- 
bated, but it is said that it will show that 
Mr. Conley made and saved a good many 
thousand dollars during his residence in 
Atlanta. He left a wife and three daugh- 
ters—the latter Misses Kate, Maud and 
Fannie May Conley. Miss Kate. now Mrs. 
lewis, is nineteen years of age, and the 
young¢st,. Miss Fannie May Conley, is 
twelve. 

Wanted To See Them Married. 

About a month or more ago Mr. Conley 
Was attacked by a dangerous malady and 
he was removed from his home on Loyd 
Street ta the Grady hospital, where an oper- 
ation was performed on him a few days 
before his death. After the operation the 
sick man's condition grew worse and it was 
realized by him that he could not live. He 
conversed with the members of his family 
about his condition and several days before 
his death he called in his daughter, Miss 
Kate, and Mr. Lewis and told them 
that it was his wish that they marry with- 
out delay, he having been informed of the 
enzagement of his daughter to young Mr. 
Lewis. The father said that he desired to 
witness the ceremony of marriage, which 
had been arranged to take place three or 
four months from this time, and .n her 
desire to gratify the wishes of her yarent 
Miss Conley consented to a hasty marriage, 
as surgested., 

Preparaticns were made for the marriace, 
but Mr. Conley’s condition became such 
that he was not cognizant of what was 
transpiring about him and it was decided to 
postpone the marriage until the sick man 
recovered his reason, which left him at fre- 
quent intervals. Everything was in readi- 
1ess for the ceremony to take place and 
but for the almost sudden taking off of tne 
father it is likely that the marriage would 
have taken place at the bedside. Tuesday 
x crning the expected came and the jdéath 
of Mr. Conley left his daughter and Mr. 
Lewis still unmarried. The matte? was dis- 
cussed by their relatives, 2nd it was decided 
that they should marry that afternoon. 


Left the Dead for the Altar. 
Directly acrcss the strect from the Con- 
ley home lives Rev. Mr. Daves, and a few 
ho.rs after the death of Mr. Conley the 
minister was requested to unite in marriage 
the daughter of the dead man that after- 
rcon at 5 o’clock. The minister conscnted, 
and at the appointed hour the bride and 
groom, accompanied by the grandmother of 
the bride, Mrs. F. P. Livingston, and the 
father of the groom, Captain Ulyses Lewis, 
and several other relatives and friends, Jeft 
the home where iay the father of Miss Con- 
ley still in death, and went to the mninister’s 
house. In the presence of those mentioned, 
and almost in the preserice of the dead 
across the street, Miss Conley offred her 
hand in marriage and the union was sealed 
in due and solemn form. 
The guests at the strange marriage left 
the minister’s home after having witnessed 
the ceremony, and all returned to the bier 
of the dead. Love, duty and gratitude to 
the father gave Miss Conley strength to 
bear up under the ordeal, and she suffered 
the. pain of losing a parent, and at the 
same time was happy a the thought that 
won a husband. 
Pwyadasotay morning Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
accompanied the remains of the latter's 
father to the last resting place, and after 
the burial the couple returned to Atlanta

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WIRE TIE WILL WORK 


Colonel Nesbitt Has Found a Substitute 
for the Flat Tie. 


COMPRESSES AGREE TO USE IT 


Cheaper, Better and Stronger Than 
Trust Tie. 


IT 1S NOW ‘BEING MANUFACTURED 


Fight Against Trust Has Been Hard, 
and It Will Be Won—New ‘Tie 
Will Be Used Next Year. 


A substitute has at last been found for 
the flat cotton tie which the compress méh 
will use. 

Commissioner Nesbitt found one wire 
tie that could be used as a substitute for 
the flat tie, but the compress men through- 
out. the south refused to use the wire tie 
and the was compelled to withdraw it. 
When the compresses refused to use the 
Wire tie it was thought by all interested 
in the matter that the fight had been lost 
and nothing would ever be found to take 
the place of the old flat tie. 

Since his defeat Commissioner Nesbitt 
has been working hard to find a substitute 
for the flat tie. He has offered induce- 
ments to have a successful tie invented 
and shag worried himself sick over the 
matter. 

As a result of his hard labors he has at 
last found a substitute for the trust tie, 
and one that all compress men will use. 
Hle has received certificates from well- 
known compress men in this state to the 
effect that they will use the tie if it js 
introduced. It has been tried ang found 
o be far superior to the flat tie. 

Will Fight Trust Next Year. 
While Colonel Nesbitt was investigating 
new tie and waiting to see if it would 
> successful, he received messages from 
irmers all over the state asking if he 
hd given up the fight against the trust. 
Nt knowing whether or not the new tle 
Wuld prove unable to 
rely to the inquiries. 

is silence caused the farmers 
ashe tie trust men to believe that he had 
givm up the fight and would make no 
mo» attempts to introduce a substitute 
for he trust tie. 

Hiwas working quietly and effectually, 
howvyer, and was sounding the doom of 
the otton tie trust. “‘I realize the fact 
thatwe cannot successfully fight the tie 
trustthis year,”’ said Commissioner Nes- 
bitt hen asked about the new tie, ‘‘but 
1 willbrepare to fight them next year and 
the tist will be compelled to reduce its 
price r withdraw the flat tie from the 
marke 

“It Ws almost an impossibility to intro- 
duce awire tie this year owing to the 
fact tht all merchants and ginners had 
alreadyhought a large stock of flat ties, 
also to 1e rapidity with which the cotton 
crop hasbeen gathered this season. 

“It wa not reasonable to suppose that 
merchant and ginners .who had already 
bought aarge supply of flat ties would be- 
gin to nadle a wire tie and thereby lose 
the sale ¢ the they already had on 
hand, 

“IT have een working on the new t.e for 
some timeand though it has been used 
some time| have said nothing about it 
until I coul set certificates from compress 
men to thesffect that it is as good as the 
flat tic and vill hold the cotton as well,” 

Desciption of New Tie. 

The new wie tie which it has been proved 
is superior t¢the flat tie, is known as the 
improved Hit wire tie. The tie is a double 
strand tie an is fastened with a patent 
buckle. The hekle is one of the most im- 
portant featurs and is one that can be 
fastened with nore ease and rapidity than 
the buckle nov used on the flat tie. 

One of the pasons why fhe first wire 
tie did not met with much success Was 
owing to the fat that it was rather diffi- 
cult to fasten it Being in only one strand 
this strand wa necessarily very stout. 
The stoutness o the tie made it a hard 
matter for it tove bound around the cot- 
ton in the comyess. There were many 
other objections » it that caused the com- 
press men to refte to-use it. 

There is nothing however, about the Hitt 
tie with which th compress men can find 
fault. The tie bing in two strands is 
easily bent arount the bale and the new 
patent buckle maks fastening a matter of 
great ease. 

The tie is doubleand is consequently al- 
most twice as stroig as the flat tie. The 
fact that it is d@&ble prevents it from 
cutting the baggingand the compress men 
can, therefore, find h) fault with it on that 
score. It is now bing maunfactured in 
New York, and ofrers are received by 
James A. Farrell. 

Is Heavier Thm the Flat Tie. 

The farmers, at last most of them, 
were pleased with tk first wire tie, the 
only objection being that it was lighter 
than the flat tie and hey would have lost 
money by its use. 

The Hitt tie is heaver than the flat tie 
and costs less. A bumh of the new wire 
ties weighs fifty pound and costs $1.10 at 
the present prices. Theflat ties weigh only 
forty-five pounds and c6t $1.35. From this 
it will be seen that thefarmers will have 
to pay less for the newtie and will have 
a chance to make more @ it. 

Commissioner Nesbit’s fight was 
against the tie trust. He didn’t ob- 
ject to the merchants maling a reasonable 
profit by handling the tes, but did not 
want a few mren to compé the farmers to 
pay an exorbitant price foi ties that could 
be made very cheaply. 

He doesn’t want the newwire tie to run 
the old flat tie off the Maret, but will be 
satisfied if it will result incompelling the 
trust to sell the ties at a reaionable price. 


What the Compress Men Say. 

Before saying anything aout the new 
wire tie, Commissioner Nesbit had it used 
and tried in four first-class impresses in 
Georgia and requested the Oyners of the 
compresses in which it was wied to send 
him certificates as to whethe or not it 
could be used as well as the @d ties. 

As a result of this request le is in re- 
ceipt of certificates from some of the 
largest and most flourishing compresses in 
the state. All of the certificatesstate that 
the wire tie can be successfully used and 
is as good, if not better, than the flat tie. 

The Brunswick compress, whem the ties 
were tried, is one of the largest in the 
south, Its owner has had twenty-five 
years’ experience in cotton compressing and 
he is loud in his praise of the wire tie. 
In his certificate he gives reasons why the 
farmer should use the wire fie ind why 
the compress men should use it. He also 
tells why it is superior to the fla} ties. 

The following are the certificates re- 
ceived by Conrmissioner Nesbitt ftom the 
compress men. The first one is the one 
received from the Brunswick comptess;:

ATE POISON BY MISTAKE. 


MR. W. A OSBORNE HAS A VERY 
NARROW ESCAPE. 


Ate Bread Soaked in Arsenic That 
Was Intended for Poison- 
ing Rats. 

Mr. W. A. Osborne, the well-known real 
estate man, had a narrow escape from death 
Saturday night. Unintentionally he ate ar- 
senic that had been placed on bread and set 
as a trap for the purpose of killing rats 
that infested the house. The bread Was on 
the dining room table in rM. Osborne’s 
house. He mad not been warned that it 
was poisoned. 

Mr. Osborne had been unwell and retired 
to bed early Saturday evening without eat- 
ing supper. About half-past 8 o'clock he 
got out of béd, deciding that he could sleep 
better if he ate a small lunch before re- 
tiring. He went into the dining room and 
saw on the table two plates, one containing 
small pieces of bread and another slices of 
Mr. Osborne made a light lunch 
from the two dishes and returned to his 
bedroom. His wife noticed that he was eat- 
ing and in great alarm asked him what it 
was. He told her that he was eating cheese. 
His wife was very much relieved and told 
nim that her alarm was occasioned because 
she had put arsenic on the bread, but the 
cheese was all right. Mr. Osporne told her 
that he had eaten both bread and cheese. 
The alarm was given quickly and a doctor 
was immediately summoned. 

Dr. Kimes soon arrived and applied an- 
tidotes promptly. The effect of the deadly 
poison was counteracted in time to save 
Mr. Osborn’s life. He was confined to his 
bed Sunday, but was able to attend to his 
business duties yesterday.

Mrs. Russell 
readily gave a satisfactory bond to Judge 
Orr, before whom the trover was taken 
out. 

When seen about the case yesterday she 
said: ‘‘When I engaged the house from 
Mrs. Gieger the rent was fixed at 375 a 
month, and it was furnished. After I had 
been there for a little while the bailiffs 
began to come to levy on the furnishings, 
and I spent half of my time showing them 
through the house in order that they might 
attach her property. It then turned out 
‘hat nothing in the house had been paid 
for. Dishes, carpets, silverware and furni- 
ture were levied upon, and hardly any- 
thing was left that was of any use. Then 
the grocer with whom she pad been deal- 
ing told me that he was going to garnishee 
me for the rent that I was paying. He said 
that Giegeor owed him a grocery bill of 
$300, which he could not collect. I also 
found that I was losing money and; could 
not pay the rent that was asked and make 
a profit. Well, the upshot bof all this was 
that I gave up the house. But before 
leaving I toox a friend through the whole 
house in order that he might see that 
everything was all right, and I then turned 
the keys over to her lawyer. I was then 
told that I would be sued for two monuilis’ 
rent, that being the time that elapsed be- 
fore another tenant was secured for the 
house, and I told them to go ahead with 
their suit, which they did not do. I heard 
nothing further from Mrs. Grieger until 
today, when she and her husband came 
into the dining room. They were put out 
of the house, and they then took out this 
bail trover for my own furniture. I sold it 
in Athens before I came to Atlanta, and 
I have ample proof that it was mine. The 
railroad bills that were made out when I 
shipped it to Athens I still have, and wil} 
produce them at the proper time. Other 
proof is also at hand.”’ 

The case will be called and date set for 
hearing on the fourth Tuesday in October 
in Justice Orr’s court. Mrs. Russell is stop- 
ping at the Jackson htdtel, as is also her 
mother.

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WORK OF SCHOOLS 


School Commissioner Glenn Has a New 
Plan on Foot. 


WANTS. MANUAL _ TRAINING 


To Bring the Matter Before the Legis- 


lature for Action. 


TO EDUCATE THE COUNTRY CHILDREN 


State School Commissioner ‘Thinks 
They Should Be Taught Some 
Line of Pracfical Work. 


State School Commissioner Glenn will 
try and get the legisiature to make pro- 
vision for the introduction o1 the manual 
training system in the public schools of 
the state as soon as possible. 

He has spent much time in the study of 
this question, and now feels certain that 
it is almost a necessity for the manual 
training feature to be used in connection 
with the schools of the state. He has re- 
ceived reports on the results of the manual 
training system from states in which it is 
in use. These reports tell the most grati- 
fying results and makes the commssioner 
anxious to have the system put in practice 


in Georgia. 

“Toe first step foward obtaining the 
manual training system,’ said the com- 
missioner yesterday, ‘‘will be the local tax 
rate. The people in all parts of the State 
are thoroughly in favor of the local tax, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
the legislature will take some action in 
regard to it this year. 

“I have talked to the courtry people 
throughout the state, and have shown 
them where it wih be to their advantage 
for a law to be passed whereby the same 
tax will be levied on the country schvol as 
‘evied on the city schools. 

“If I get the local taxation, I will be 
able to lengthen the hours and the term 
of the country school, and the country 
children will be placed on an equal advan- 
tage with the city children. 

“These country children are raised in 
the fresh country air and are healthy and 
happy. They are naturuly bright, and with 
a few advantages learn as rapidly as the 
city children do. At present they get only 
a short term of school each year, but 
when the local tax law passed they 
will be taught as long each day as city 
children are. 

“The local tax law once passed, a law 
providing for manual training in connec- 
tion with the public schools will soon fol- 
low. Georgia is far behind all other states 
in the union in the matter of education, 
as is shown by my report. The pecple are 
beginning to realize that it is of the great- 
est importance for their children to be 
properly educated, and it is only a mat- 
ter of time when the manual training 
system will be in use in every school in 
this state. “ie 

“Reports from the states in which manu- 
al training is used in the school show that 
it is of more value than anything ever 
introduced. Not only thd minds of the chil- 
dren are trained under this system, but 
their bodies are given a thorough train- 
ing.

ple could only realize its importance, laws 
introducing it would be passed in this leg- 
islature. 
Would Interest the Children. 

“Were the manual training system used 
in the public schools of this state tne 
children would at once begin to take more 
interest in their studies. The manual work 
would be done in connection with the les- 
sons from the books. 

‘Children in the lower grades would be 
made to do small things, and though they 
would at that time be unimovortant, still 
it would Keep their hands busy and de- 
velop the muscles of ciheir bavy. ‘They 
would be taught to make thiogs that 
would interest them and as they advanced 
in their studies their work would gradually 
get more and more important until they 
were able to make articles that would be 
of use to them. 

“The manual’ training system would most 
likely start in the city schools, though the 
country schools is the place for it. The 
hours during which the country children 
go to school are so short that they actually 
don’t have time to study the crops that 
are growing on all sides of them curing 
school hours. 7 

“The manual training svstem is sure to 
he introduced in this state sooner or later, 
and I feel that it is only a matter of time 
when Georgia will be one of the foremost 
states in the matter of education. The 
people have been aroused and they now 
realize that if they are to make anything 
of their children they must give them good 
educations, and educations of the proper 
kind. 

Likes Booker Washington’s School. 

“As an example of a schoo! that'is an 
ideal school in which the manual training 
system is the principal feature Booker T. 
Washington's school in Alabama is well 
worth mentioaing. The successful career 
of this school only goes to show what can 
be obtained in the matter of manual train- 
ing in connection with education. 

“There are no people on earth who the 
manual training system would do so much 
good as the negro. His book education 
should be lessened and more attention paid 
to mnaual training. If this were the case 
in the negro schools of this state we would 
find that all colored schools would be more 
successful than they are now. The colored 
children would take more interest in their 
studies and it would be a pleasure to 
them to attend school. 

“The training to be given in the colored 
schools snould be on an agricultural line. 
The colored children* should be taught to 
till the soil. They should be taught how

WAS AN ERROR MADE? 


There hiay Possibly Be a Mistake in the 
Ryder Case. 


WAS JUDGE’S SENTENCE WRONG 


Claimed That the Time Given Ryder 


To Live Is Too Long. 


KOW THE LAW STANDS IN THE CASE 


Case of Similar Nature Cited in the 
Georgia Reports—Resentence 
May Follow. 


Has Dr. Ryder grounds for a new trial 
because of the form of the sentence im- 


posed by Judge Butt? 
The question was raised yesterday in the 


following communication received by The 


Constitution: 

‘Marietta, Ga., September 26, 1896.—Editor 
Constitution: The special from Talbotton 
states that Judge Butt has sentenced Dr. 
Ryder to be ‘thanged on the 15th day of 
January, 1897. 

‘‘This must be a mistake, as the law re- 
quires an execution shall take place not 
less than twenty days nor more than sixty 
days from the date of the sentence. 

“Section 4669 of the code says: ‘When a 
convict is sentenced to the punishment of 
death. the court shall specify the time 
and place of execution in the sentence, The 
time shall not be less than twenty por 
more than sixty days from the date of the 
sentence.’ * * ® ‘ 
““This sentence was dated September 2. 
1896, and the sixty days will have expired 
on the 26th day of November, 1896. 

“If the 15th day of January, 1897, is cor- 
rect it is outside the provisions of the 
above section of the code. Respectfully. 

“Ww. R. POWER.” 

This question is one whieh will be taken 
up by the attorneys for Ryder and it Is 
possible that a vigorous fight will be made 
on the grounds that there was an error on 
the part of the judge in making the charge. 

It may be that there was an error on 
the part of those present in properly in- 
terpreting the sentence of the judge. It 
might ‘have been that the judge stated that 
he would hear the motion for the new trial 
on November l4th, and if it was denied 
that he would sentence the prisoner to be 
hanged on January 15th. 

Concerning the time of exeeution after 
sentence, however, there is explicit ruling 
in the new code of Georgia. This does not 
differ from the old code, and the ruling 
is in the corresponding section. It states 
that execution shall take place after sen- 


tence not more than sixty days and not 


less than twenty days. 

The mistake of Judge Butt, if one was 
made, can be easily corrected according to 
the Second Georgia, Section 213, in which 
a case is cited where a prisoner was Se€tri- 
tenced to be executed in less than twenty 
days from the time of conviction. Objec- 
tion was raised by his counsel. Immediate 
action was taken by the judge, who or- 
dered the convict brought before him again 
and resentenced him-immediately. 

This, according to the decision in this 
case, will be the course taken in the Ryder 
case, 

“IT should think,’’ said State Attorney 
Terrill yesterday, ‘‘that there would be 
no trouble and simply a resentence would 
have to be made. There may have been 
some mistake in the newspaper accounts.” 

A message was sent to Judge Butt yes- 
terday asking him for a statement in re- 
gard to the case, but no reply was received 
last night.

The Virginia Minister Will Receive a 
Lotter from the Atlanta Congregation. 


NOTIFY HIM OF HIS CASE 


— 


And Invite Him to Come to Atianta 
Within the Next Fortnight and 
Look Over the Field. 


Rev. Theron Hi. Rice has been oflicial- 
notified of his call to the pastorate of 
the Central Presbyterian church, of this 
city, but has not had time to decide 
whether he will accept or not. 

The committee on notification has written 
Dr. Rice a letter notifying him of his cal 
and the letter will probably reach che 
young minister today. The leiter recited 
the circumstances of his being called to the 
Central Presbyterian church. ‘They also 
extended an invitation to him to visit At- 
lanta within the next two weeks prior to his 
acceptance, 

Dr. Rice is just back from Europe, ar- 
riving on his native shores only a week 
ago. Up to the time of his arrival he did 
not know that he had been chosen, and 
was overwhelmed with the knowledge 
when it was made known to him. He will 
take his time to think over the matter, 
but it is believed certain that he will ac- 
cept. The field offered him here is a vastly 
wider one than that in which he is now 
working, and the opportunity for increased 
usefulness will, it is believed, so aypeal 
to him as to lead him to accept the call, 

Dr. Rice is at his home at Alexandria, 
and he has been too busy since his return 
from Europe to give any consideration to 
the call. He will receive a letier of notifi- 
cation from the committee trom Atienta 
probably today, and will formally hear fron, 
them that he has been called to succeed Dr. 
Strickler. : 

Dr. Rice, if ‘he comes to Atlanta, will be 
the youngest man who ever filled so im- 
portant a charge in this city. He is barely 
past thirty, and the charge of the Central 
Presbyterian is one of the most important 
in all the Presbyterian denomination. it 
is an exceedingly high compliment to him 
that he was called to the place, and to fill 
the shoes of such an able and mature a 
man as Dr. Sticckler. Those who know 
Dr. Rice are confident that he can fill the 
pastorate to the eminent satisfaction of 
the large congregation. 

Dr. Hice was educated at the Southn- 
western Presbyterian college, at Clarkes- 
ville, Tenn., and was there in 1886-85. There 
several of his fermer classmates in 
Atlanta. who are prominent in business 
and social life. One of them, in speaking 
ot his acquaintanceship With the young 
divine, said: 

“It is said, with 
lege boys know their fellows better than 
men are ever known before or after that 
time. At college Theron Rice was popular 
with all. | was at college with him for 
three years. He graduated in my class, 
of which he was vialedictorian. From the 
first he was regarded as one of the leaders 
among the students. This was particular]) 
true in the literary society to which he 
belonged, for though un earnest and dill- 
gent student, he devoted much time to de- 
buting and speaking, and soon came to he 
known as one of the foremost debaters 
and sveakers among the students. He ex- 
celled in these as well as in the studies of 
the classroom, and while he carried off 
none of the medals for scholarship, so far 
as | recall, in the public debates and ora- 
torical contests, he was almost uniformly 
first. Of a tall, commanding presence, 
and with a deep, well-modulated voice, he 
Was one of the favorites among the stu- 
dents as a public speaker, so much so that 
he was chosen to represent the college at 
the inter-collegiate ofatorical contest, which 
was held each May between the different 
colleges of Tennessee in the senate cham- 
ber of the capitol at Nashville. Possessed 
of easy manners and a winning address, 
he was one of the most popular Loys at 
college at the time ] was there, and was 
universally loved and respected by both 
professors, students and the townspeople 
of Clarksville. 

“What most impressed 
Rice at that time was his earnestness in 
anything to which he gave his attention. 
Hie was faithful to all his duties, and could 
be trusted to do his best in anything to 
Which he laid his hand. There was a cer- 
tain ease and reserve force about the man 
which gave high promise for a brilliant 
future, which is already being fulfilled, 
and which made his professor in theology, 
Dr. Jpseph R. Wilson, predict that he would 
in time stand among the foremost men in 
the Southern Presbyterian church. The 
college boys, of course, were little given to 
estimating a man’s future standing in the 
church, being occupied mostly with the 
present. They all liked the man for his 
manliness, his earnestness, and his upright 
character. Among his fraternity men and 
his inner circle of friends he ‘was looked 
ub to almost with hero worship. They 
knew him as a college boy, and as I said 
before, a college boy reads the character 
of his fellow student like an open book. 
and they loved him for those very traits 
of character which are now winning him 
his way in his chosen life work. None will 
rejoice more at Theron Rice’s success in 
life thdn the boys who were his friends 
and fellow students in his college days.”

said: 

“It was a most successful 
Every state almost was represented 
spite of the fact that this is a very busy 
season with the bankers and money is 
tighter than it has been before in many 
years. There were about 500 delegates pres- 
ent, where there should have been 1,000 
under other circumstances. In spite of the 
fact that there was not a full attendance 
the convention was thoroughly representa- 
tive of every section of the country. The 
members of the association were all earn- 
est and conscientious in attending to the 
duties of the convention, and every session 
was the subject of as much thought and 
attention at the hands of the delegates as 
a directors’ meeting would have been. 

“The delegates devoted themselves al- 
most entirely to discussing and devising 
means for bettering the business condi- 
tions of the whole people of the country 
and restoring more prosperous times to the 
United States. In order to ascertain with 
exactness the business conditions in every 
section of the country one man was called 
on from each state to make a five-minute 
talk, telling the conditions which exist in 
his home state. 

“Mr. John K. Ottley spoke for Georgia 
and: he made a great hit. His short talk 
Was one of the best delivered in the con- 
vention, and was greeted with much ap- 
plause, Mr. W. S. Witham also made a 
speech of great strength. It brought forth 
cheers and laughter and Mr. Witham held 
the vast audience in wrapt attention from 
the minute he began until he concluded. 

“The convention was a good business 
meeting. The bankers of the country are 
patriotic, good citizens and this conven- 
tion will bring about good feeling between 
the The bankers care for the 
people’s money, not their own, and if the 
people do not prosper the bankers cannot 
prosper. One president of a savings bank 
who was present told me that his institu- 
tion had in trust for the comparatively 
poor people of the United States $24,000,000. 
Many other savings institutions of almost 
equal proportions were represented, 

“l resolved when I went to St. Louis 
not to talk politics. Most of the bankers 
present had made the same _ resolution. 
Some of them. made political speeches, 
but very few did so. The bankers went 
to the convention, most of them, with one 
purpose in view. and that was to learn 
everytuing possible for the betterment of 
the business conditions of the country. 
Every one was conscientious in this de- 
termination and result the delibera- 
tlons of the convention will undoubtedly 
result in renewed prosperity for the busi- 
ness men of the United States. 

“St. Louls treated us with a royal hos- 
pitality that Was never surpassed by any 
city in the world. It is indeed one of the 
greatest cities in the world. Its depot 
certainly without an equal on earth. The 
depot has thirty-four tracks entering it. 
It is combined in one building with a 
hotel, which accommodates 1,000 guests. 
The residence streets of the city are mag- 
nificeent and on all there are evi- 
dences of enterprise and progyess. I no- 
ticed that the most prominent men in St. 
Louts, aS a rule, came from the states 
further south than Missouri. I found 
many Georgians there who are making 
names for themselves leaders in busi- 
ness and professional life. 

“The St. Louis people are more like our 
own southern people than any other large 
city of the east or west. They are like 
Georgians in their actions and their modes 
of living. They are like Georgians in their 
hospitality. 

“One thing that I noticed particularly 
among the delegates present, and that was 
they all are watching Georgia's: progress 
With great interest. Our exposition last 
Yall has advertised this state until it stands 
out boldly as the most advanced and 
progressive state in the south. It is no ex- 
aggeration to say that all eves are turned 
upon Georgia. The Georgians at the con- 
vention were treated with more than thee 
usual courtesies on account of the treat- 
ment accorded the bankers when their 
last convention was held in this city last 
fall. 

“In my inaugural speech and my speech | 
at the banquet I took advantage of both 
opportunities to say a word for Georgia. I 
told them that already Georgia owed less 
money than any other southern state and 
that we were placing ourselves in a posi- 
tion to be able to lend money where we 
have formerly had to borrow.

A project is on foot to buila an electric 
railroad from Atlanta to Marietta, 
om giana are for a rock-ballasted road,

A line has been surveyed 
and ground enough has been secured by 
option to furnish a terminal for a modern 
steam railway. New York ‘apitalists are 
interested and they are figuring on building 
the road for $350,000 or less. 

It is not out of the question for electric 
locomotives to be used, in which event the 
third rail system would probably be sub- 
stituted for :he overhoad Wire and the trol- 
ley. Some of the northern roads are try- 
ing the electric locomotives. The Pengyl- 
Vania is equipping a part of its main Line 
for electric locomotives which will run 
elghty miles an hour. Tne “altimore and 
Oxnio is Lauling heavy freight trains through 
@ tunnel at Baltimore with eleatric locomo- 
tives, and it has been demonstrated that 
they are practicable. The cost of construct- 
ing them has been reduced from $30,000 to 
less than $14,000 within a year. 3

RUMORS OF A COMPROMISE. 


Said That It Will Arrange To Haul 
a Through Car To New Orleans. 


A report was widely circulated ainong 
railway men yesterday that the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad had agreed to haul 
a through car from Atlanta to New Or- 
leans for the Seaboard Air-Line. Just 
where the report cane from could not be 
ascertained, but caused a great deal of talk. 
it was said in this connection that the 
Southern would send one of its cars for 
New Orleans by way of Birmingham and 
Meridian. 

There was no official of any of the roads 
concerned in the city yesterday with .au- 
thority to affirm or deny the report. 

But it can be stated that if any such 
arrangement has been made, it has oc- 
curred within the last few days. The Con- 
Stitution had the higest authority last Fri- 
day that there was no compromise then 
and no prospect of one in regard to a 
throveh car south of Atlanta. 

The Southern and Atlanta and West 
Point will probably extend their Washing- 
ton and New Orleans through service on 
to Galveston. This subject was up a few 
months ago, but the Pengsylvania objected 
on the ground that it would disturb other 
connections which it has with Galveston 
by way of Cincinnati or Louisville.

RATE WAR IS ENDED. 


Cruel War of Rates Was Over Yes- 
terday. 

The old established rates in and out 
of Atlanta were restored yesterday by a!l 
the roads. How long the peace will iast 
no one knows, for that is presumed to 
depend on the Seaboard Air-Line. On Oc- 
tober 20th, Judge Hughes will hear argu- 
ment on the injunction which he granted 
at the request of certain holders in Bal- 
timore. Even if he dissolves the injunction, 
the Seaboard may not immediately renew 
the wat. Judge Speer’s injunction will 
still be in force unless some move is pre- 
viously made, and no intimation has yet 
been given of any motion for a hearing. 
Ten days’ notice ntust be given when a 
hearing is asked for. 

While the rate war was on, the receipts 
of all the roads entering Atlanta fell off. 
Atlanta firms got in quantities of stock, 
especially of the high class freight on 
rhich there: was a great cut. The Atlanta 
cotton was largely scooped by the Georgia, 
the Seaboard and the Atlanta and West 
Point and the proportions arranged for 
under the pool. were demoralized. In tne 
past, the pool has never been closely ob- 
served and the roads which captured more 
than their proportion never made restitu- 
tion, so far as known. It is not predicted 
by anyone that restitution will be made this 


year either.

The Rome Hustler, one of the newspapers 
published at Mr. Wright's hone, first print- 
ed the charges referred to. 

The Hustler states that Mr Wright has 
seen fit to declare that Govenmior Atkinson 
is “not fit to be a backwood’s bailiff,” and 
has charged from the stump that the gov- 
ernor should not be re-elected; and in view 
of these charges, as The Hustler puts it, 
“let us turn the light- on Mr. Wright's 
own ability.” 

That paper then goes on to state that in 
1899 Mr. Wright, who was then as he is 
now, one of the wealthiest members of 
the Rome bar, was elected clerk of the 
board of roads and revenues of the county— 
his brother, Hon. W. A. Wright being a 
member of the board. The salary of the 
clerkship was $50 per month, 

In April, 1891, the grand jury declared, as 
the records show, that: 

‘The pooks of the board .of roads and 
revenue we do not think are kept ag fully 


carefully as they ought to be. We find

that we think ought to be remedied.” 

The foreman of the grand jury was Mr. 
George W. Flatwood, who is now chair- 
man of the populist executive committee of 


Floyd. 
On July 10th of that year, the same grand 
jury speaks as follows of Clerk Wright: 


“We find various irregularities and er- 
rors of the commissioners of roads and 
revenue. The clerk has frequently issued 
warrants for money without recording or- 
der for same on minutes. * * * But we 
find vouchers for a majority of same which 
we think is sufficient evidence that said 
Warrants were drawn for the benefit of 
the county. We deem it necessary to in- 
struct the board of commissioners that in 
the future the clerk shall not issue any 
warrants on treasurer for money until 
the accounts shave first been allowed by 
the board and order to pay same recorded 
on minutes. 

“We would also call attention to the 
imperfect manner in which the minutes of 


-the board are recorded by the clerk as they 


are public records, and as it is often nec- 
essary to refer to them. Each action of 
the board should be so recorded that any 
one refcrring to same could easily under- 
Stand it: as it is now kept this could not 
be done in a great many instances.” 

The next grand jury, which assembled in 
September, 1891, was presided over by Dr. 
Kben Hillyer as foreman, That grand jury 
Said of Clerk Wright: 

“In examining the books of roads and 
revenue we find so many clerical errors in 
the book of minutes of said board that we 
feel compelled to call their attention to it. 
As while we found no instance where any 
money Was wrongfully paid out, the exisi- 
ence of efrors shows a want of care which 
may sometimes cause loss. 
plains these things by saying he had not 
sufficient time allowed him to do the work 
properly. We, therefore, recommend that 
they instruct the clerk that he pay no bill 
until same has been in his hands one week 
and has checked over all the arithmetic 
of each bill, found it correct and marked 
— With his initials as evidence of ‘that 
act. : 

“We. recommend that a claim book be 
kept in whieh each claim paid shall be 
entered and numbered, and the same num- 
ber be plainly marked in claim book, draft 
and voucher, so that the work can be 
readily checked; also that minutes of the 
preceding meetings. of the board be more 
fully kept and that all contracts be speci- 
fically stated in all their details.” 

in printing these extracts from the grand 
jury presentments, The Hustler sums up 
its. article by saying: 

“As to that ‘book of claims’ referred to, 
Mr. Wright's predecessors had kept one for 
years and all that was necessary for him to 
do was to follow the beaten paths; and 
but for his boasted ‘independentism’ he 
might have done so.

The citizens of Inman Park and East At- 
lanta are making complaint about the slow- 
hess of the work of repairing the Edge- 
wood avenue bridge over the Southern rail- 
road tracks. The bridge has been partially 
destroyed by the city for two weeks and 
traffic over it has almost been suspended. 

The bridge can only be used by pedes- 
trians and vehicles of all kinds are com- 
pelled to come via the Decatur street cross- 
ing to get to the city. The latter way is 
inconvenient to the people who live in In- 
man Park and they are kicking about the 
torn up condition of the Edgewood avenue 
bridge. 

Cars cannot cross the bridge

to get to their car on the other side. It 
is asserted that the walk is dangerous and 
many of the suburbanites have turned back, 
declining to jeopardize their lives by walk- 
ing over the structure.

That Alabama Street Bridge. 
It is said that the people of the western 
part of the city are already devising means 
and arguments to use on the new city coun- 
cil w he ‘n it assumes charge of the city’s af- 
fairs on January Ist, the old Alabama street 
bridge question heing the issue. The peo- 
ple of the first and fifth wards have urged 
for many years that they be given a better 
means of reaching the city and for the last 
two or three vears many have asked that 
a bridge be built across the railroad tracks 
extending Alabama street to Rhodes street. 

It is said that the new council will be 
urged to make an appropriation to start 
the work of building the proposed bridge, 
or some substitute for it.. Some have sug- 
gested that instead of a bridge a tunnel 
should be constructed to enable the people 
to reach the center of the city without en- 
dangering their lives in crossing railroad 
tracks, as at present. At the beginning of 
th's year the council appropriated $5.00 to 
begin the preliminary work of bulid@ing a 
bridge cross the tracks from the present 
end of Alabama street, but the mone y was 
taken away from the fund two months later. 
It was understood at the time that anothe r 
and larger appropriation would be made 
this winter for the work. 


To Condemn Central Property. 

The legislature will be asked to pass a 
law allowing the city to condemn the prop- 
erty of the Central railroad for the purpose 
of building a bridge over it or using the 
property for a grade crossing, as the city 
may desire. The road objected to the use 
of its property for either purpose and the 
city has already adopted a resolution re- 
questing the legislature to allow a condem- 
notion of the railroad property.

City Departments Are After the Finance 
Committee tor Funds. 


SAYS THEY HANEN’T ENOUGH 


A New Apportionment Wi}l Be Made 


at the Next Meeting sf Coun- 
cil Monday Afternoon. 


Two important matters are to be acted 
on at the next meeting of the city coun- 
cil, Monday afternoon. The lest appor'ion- 
ment of the city’s funds will be made 
@#mong the different depar\ ments, and 
there is certain to be a scramble for the 
money to be given out. All of the depart- 
ments assert that they are short of :nmeaey, 
and when the division is made there is 
likely to Le considereble dissatisfaction. 

The revenues of the city have not been 
unusually large this year, and nevrly all 
of the money at the city’s command has 
been apportioned among the different de- 
partments. Apportionments mace hereto- 
fore to some of the departments have not 
been exhausted, and in several instances 
the money unused will be turned pack 
into the general fund, giving the council a 
balance to aside for the departments 
which actually need it. The June appor- 
tionment neariy exhausted all of the funds, 
and it may be that the amount leff acces- 
sible will be very small. 

All of the department officials are clamor- 
ing for more money, and several of the 
branches of the city government are 4as- 
serted to be absolutely in need of addi- 
tional funds if they are to be Kept up at 
all. The board of education has askec for 
more money, and one of the memvers of 
that board asserts that unless 38,000 or 
$4,000 more is given the department it will 
be necessary to close the schools week 
Or ten days during the present setsioil. 

The sanitary, police, waterworks, tire and 
other departments are in the same condi. 
tion financially, and the authorities will 
appear before the finance committee of 
the council this week and urge that more 
money be set aside for them when the ap- 
portionment is made next Monday, ‘ne 
finance committee will meet in a day or 
two and prepare its report, making recom- 
mendation as to the proper distribution of 
the money. Chairman Inman, of 
mittee, will probably call a meeting of the 
finance committee for Thursday or Fri- 
day. The city charter requires that a new 
apportionment be made on the first Mon- 
day in October, which is the third and 
last of the year.
